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Watch Out America - 
Katanga Could Be a Precedent!

The American Government has outraged 
the American people—and.the people of the 
world—by its full support of UN military 
operations against the law-abiding people 
of Katanga. American officials have vigor- 
ously encouraged the Acting Secretary Gen- 
eral of the UN in his use of armed force 
in the Congo. We have supplied most of 
the money and the military transport planes, 
without. which troops of the UN could not 
have carried on their operation against the 
African people. Is this stupidity? No. 


Hasty efforts are now being made by our 
Government to cover up this pustulating 
sore, but we cannot permit American 
officials to do a “snow job” in this crisis. 

Today’s. shocking developments in_ the 
Congo are the result of long-term policies 
of the American Government, followed for 
many years. These policies will not be aban- 
doned. They will only be covered up. They 
are as desperately serious for the people 
of the United States as they are for the 
bewildered, hard-working farmers and min- 
ers of Katanga. 

The Congo operation is a precedent for 
a long-established policy of the Planners 
in our Government and in the UN—the 
gradual disbanding of all nationalist military 
strength and the building up of UN armed 
forces. The objective—which has been open- 
ly stated again and again—is to make UN 
forces strong enough so that no national 
forces—not even American forces—can stand 
against them. 


Where will that leave the independence 
of once-free nations? Just where-Katanga 
is now. If the UN lays down a policy, and 
the people of any country do not like it, 
the UN will have the superiority in armed 
force which makes it possible to impose 
the policy against the wishes of the people 
of the area. If communists or pro-commu- 
nists in power wish to impose their will, 
no resistance will be possible. 

Where does that leave the United States? 
Just where it leaves Katanga—subject to a 
very real threat of future military inter- 
vention by an internationalist “police foree,” 
which can bomb hospitals and roads, seize 
radio stations and public buildings, and lay 
areas desolate in any country which ques- 
: rse, such force will not be employed 
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Moise Tshombe

formulated any positive policies for which 
it can fight. 

Here is an issue on which practically all 
conservatives can agree on a policy, and 
demand that Congress put it into effect. 
They should insist, first, as stated in our 
protest to the President, that the United 
States withdraw its military assistance and 
support of the UN in Katanga, and refuse 
all financial support to the UN if it does 
not desist. 

The next essential step is to insist that 
the United States Government give 10 
financial, logistical or other aid to any UN 
military operations anywhere. Then Congress 
should make it a matter of policy to give 
no legislative or financial support for any 
UN military force whatever. 

Let us review what happened in Katanga, 
considered as a precedent. 

The people of Katanga do not like the 
central government set-up in the Congo for 
two good reasons. First, the Adoula govern- 
ment is at best soft on communism. Known 
communists occupy several of the key posi- 
tions in the party and governments. The 
communists do not need more than a few 
key positions in any government in order 
to be able to keep it pointed to the left. 

Second, the people of Katanga do not 
want any strong central government over 
their province, even a good one. They have 
watically stated their preference for 2 
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of self-determination. Could anything be 
more completely un-American? 

If the people of Katanga do not want 
to be put under the heel of a pro-communist 
government, why should the United States 
interfere to compel them to bend to the 
yoke? If the people of Katanga do not want 
a strongly centralized government from a 
remote capital, why should the United States 
intervene to compel them to give up their 
liberties? It is not good enough to say this 
was stupidity. Which of the Planners is that 
stupid? 

Katanga is one of the world’s richest 
mineral-producing areas. It has highly de- 
veloped mining and industry. It is one of 
the chief sources of employment and rising 
standards of living in all Africa. 

We can imagine why Adoula and his 
communist advisers wanted to take over 


_ Katanga, and seize its wealth to divide it 


up with the rest of the Congo. We can 
understand why the Soviet Union did not 
wish to leave those minerals to an anti- 
communist leader. But why should the 
United States agree? Why should it condone 
bombing of hospitals and radio stations 
and firmg on civilians, to compel the Ka- 
tanganese to give up their higher living 
standards as well as their freedom? Stup- 
idiy is not the answer. 

That isn’t all. Every member nation in 
the UN was opposed to UN use of force in 
the Congo—except the Soviet Union and the 
United States. Our allies in NATO protested 
violently. Britain rescinded its decision to 
supply the UN forces with bombs. The 
African nations were not fooled by all the 
big words about UN intervention. Even 
Joseph Alsop, one of the most vigorous 
apologists for left-wing policies, said the 
plan to support Adoula was subject to two 
risks—one, the pro-communist influences 
around Congo Premier Adoula; the other, 
the possibility that “pacification” by the UN 
armies might leave Katanga a smoking 
ruin. The Africans know that. They do not 
want any more belligerence in Africa. 

The American people have done them- 
selves proud in their protests. From one end 
of the country to the other they have spoken 
out. “What right do we have to interfere in 
the internal affairs of any country? Why, 
should Americans oppose firm anti-commu- 
nists who are asking only for the rights 
énjoyed by our States in a Federal Union, 
formed to preserve as much local sover-

JUDGMENT AT NUREMBERG

It was three years ago that I first noticed 
an anti-German campaign in certain of the 
elements that influence American public 
opinion. V. S. Pritchett wrote up Germany 
in a most unfriendly manner for Holiday 
and I remarked on it in Our SUNDAY 
VISITOR, May 17, 1959. He referred for 
instance to the “pig-face” of the Germans 
and rehearsed the business of the gas 
chambers at Dachau. 

But since then the campaign against 
Germany has mounted in fury until now 
one would be tempted to think that the 
chief enemy to world peace is not the 
Bomb but the German people. 

What is behind this? The answer is that 
whereas Poland used to be our first line 
of defense against Bolshevism, the barricade 
has been moved westward until it consists 
now, literally, of a wall across the face of 
Berlin. Before Russia can move another 
inch in the West, she must somehow neutra- 
lize West Germany, for Germany blocks 
her path with a formidable army and air 
force, and she keeps getting stronger every 
day. 

This strategem of Russia’s could perhaps 
be accompanied by undermining American 
support of Germany, by teaching us to 
hate German people so that we would 
withdraw our forces and let NATO wither 
on the vine, in which case Germany would 
be “easy pickings.” Or, if the Americans 
could be taught to hate Germany, she might 
from a sense of grievance withdraw volun- 
tarily from NATO and conclude a separate 
pact with Russia, as happened at Rapallo 
in 1922. 


LESSON IN HATRED 

How teach Americans to hate the Ger- 
mans? As it is working out, the outrages 
perpetrated 20 years ago by Hitler and his 
henchmen are being rehashed and restaged 
again and again before the eyes of the 
American people almost to the point of 
tedium. The viewer is naturally tempted by 
the fallacy of projecting that image on the 
new generation of Germans that has grown 
up since the war. 


It is as preposterous as though, as late 
as 1885, a little clique of conspirators had 
kept presenting the atrocities of Anderson- 
ville and other Confederate prison camps 
before the people of the North, fighting the 
Civil War again and again in its most 
odious phases, keeping old wounds suppu- 
rating, until the people of Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania were inflamed to the 
point of massacre against the people of 
Georgia and North Carolina — all because 
of what had happened in a previous gener- 
ation. 

Last week I went to see Stanley Kra- 
mer’s “Judgment at Nuremberg.” Mr. Kra- 
mer loves to fish in troubled waters. 

Kramer’s “Inherit the Wind,” according 
to William H. Mooring, “twisted agnosticism 
into equations of intellectual freedom.” His

lateral nuclear disarmament. 


I found that my companion had dozed off 
again. It’s that kind of a picture — like an 
essay on social problems. 

I groaned mentally when I saw Spencer 
Tracy wind up for his charge to the court 
— a preachment that lasted about eight 
minutes, about the length of a Sunday ser- 
mon. But Richard Widmark preached, too, 
and Maximilian Schell — loudly and in- 
terminably. 

Kramer has a way of circling the speak- 
er with his camera. Around and around we 
go. You can imaginé how many rounds he 
manages to get in during an eight-minute 
spiel. It made me physically dizzy. 

Actually, the whole business of Nur- 
emberg was a mistake. Civilized peoples just 
don’t kill off their prisoners of war, for one 
thing. And then it canonized the Reds, let- 
ting them sit, hands dripping blood, on the 
bench beside the rest of the Allies. Indeed, 
all through the film, one kept thinking: 
Now, the Nazis were all killed off 17 years 
ago and the present day Germans, have not 
only repudiated their enormities but are 
paying huge sums in restitution to Hitler’s 
victims, This is ancient history — whereas, 
behind the Iron Curtain, it is still going on. 

Every German in the picture, from the 
very first shot, is studiously chosen and 
presented in an unkind way. In fact, Kramer 
overdoes it to the point of absurdity. Every 
German without exception is stiff, or ob- 
sequious, or just a little too loud. Even Mar- 
lene Dietrich, surprisingly, consented to 
struggle with a script that belittles her own 
people and shows her unsympathically. 

Maximilian Shell, as the defense attorney, 
sets the theme of the picture when, pointing 
to the shifty-eyed Nazi rascals in the dock, 
he says: “These are not the ones on trial. 
It is the whole German nation!” — thereby 
wiping out all thought of the heroic resis- 
tance to Hitler recalled by such names as 
Cardinal Faulhaber and Count Klaus von 
Stauffenberg. 

A court trial can be made into a fasci- 
nating picture. One thinks of “Witness for 
the Prosecution.” But Stanley Kramer. has 
not dane it here. His “Judgement at Nurem- 
berg” is an excruciating bore.

It is clear that at times the Washington 
‘Administration seems more in favor of 
preserving the United Nations than preserv- 
ing the United States. 

Our Washington officials have a perfectly 
fantastic, though some of them probably 
claim idealistic, notion that the UN is the 
only hope of the free world. 

But we think the UN, next to Soviet 
Russia itself which is largely coming to 
control the UN, is the great threat to 
American liberty. 

The one worlders in our Government have 
the way prepared, through the Disarma- 
ment Law they forced through Congress 
last September, through the utterly foolish 
instant admission to the UN of some twenty, 
African countries, some just out of sava- 
gery, to scrap both the Declaration of Ind- 
dependence and the Constitution, and throw 
in the lot of the American people with 
that of the peoples of other lands, however 
backward and bankrupt some of them may 
be. 

They hold to the idea that America must 
lead the free world by the giveaway plan, 
which has resulted already in $80 billions 
of goods and money being sent indiscrim- 
inately to other lands. 

They fail utterly to see that the greatest 
contribution the United States can make is 
by example. It is by remaining solvent and 
remaining a nation of free people. This is no 
less true in the mid 20th Century than it 
was in the 19th when we were building the 
foundation on which our vast Strength has . 
developed. 

_By any sensible rule the UN today is in- 
solvent—by many millions of dollars. The 


. Congo operations is costing over $10 million 


a month. When other nations, whether 
enemies or friends, refuse to furnish funds 
to the UN— funds voted by the General 
Assembly—the Washington Administration 
wants to step into the breach and fill the 
gap, although only recently it haS borrowed 
money from Switzerland to support our 
Sagging dollar. 

Now the world government people— 
those who would sink America in a Godless 
one world government—have come forward 
with a plan for the UN to float a loan of 
$200 million at an interest rate of two per- 
cent. Of this the United States is expected 
to take $100 million. 

Thus we would be saving a bankrupt UN 
and further financing the destruction of free 
America. 

President Kennedy is going to have.a bill 
offered in Congress for the United States to 
furnish this $100 million. Already there is 
great opposition in Congress on both sides of 
the political aisle. 

This scheme should be opposed by every 
Member of both Houses. It should be eppased 
by you the reader of these lines, if you are 
a believer in a continued free America.

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—o— Continued from page 1 —o— 
certainly do not intend to abandon the 
Federal principle when the issue is com- 
pounded by a soft-on-communism central 
government, seeking to coerce a firmly anti- 
communist people. Our people have seen 
what was wrong, and protested vigorously. 
But they have done nothing adequate to 
put an end to the danger. 

The sudden burst of opposition moved 
our Government to immediate action. Presi- 
dent Kennedy sent two representatives to 
the Congo to arrange a cease-fire and a 
meeting between Adoula and Katanga’s firm 
anti-communist leader, Moise Tshombe, By 
the time this appears, the Congo question 
may have been “settled” by an agreement 
between Adoula and Tshombe, or it may 
have faded from the front pages by the 
simple device of stirring up a new crisis 
elsewhere. The rather sudden invasion of 
Goa by the Indians serves—perhaps not by 
accident—to divert attention from the Congo. 

We must not be fooled by such tactics. 
By bogging him down in a few weeks of 
parleying with Adoula and the UN, Tshom- 
be’s strength may be gently dissolved, so 
that if the conferences fail, he will not be 
able to renew his resistance to UN might. 
Those who oppose the attack on Katanga 
must keep constant vigil to be sure Tshom- 
be is not defeated by guile, where he could 
not be defeated by force. 

Our chief concern, however, is the future 
danger. We said this action in the Congo 
was a dress rehearsal for a fully established 
policy that military forces of the member 
nations of the UN are to be disbanded 
(except for “internal security”) and the UN 
is to have armed forces strong enough to 
overcome the resistance of any member 
nation. This is the pattern for One Military 
World. 

How would Americans feel if the UN 
tried to impose on them a centralized pro- 
communist government to which they were 
opposed? 

You will say, “That is fantastic. It is 
irresponsible. It cannot happen here.” Well, 
let us see. 

The UN Charter provides for the dis- 
armament of the member nations. It also 
provides for armed forces for the UN. 
Most of the members have been so dubious 
about this that it has never been put 
formally into effect. But under the Planners’ 
interpretation of the “treaty clause” in our 
Constitution, Senatorial approval of a treaty 
makes its provisions part of our Consti- 
tutional law—however repugnant to the 
original Constitution. 

Time after time spokesmen for the United 
States have given support—and funds—to 
establish precedents for UN armies superior 
to those of the free nations. 

The program for disarmament submitted 
to the UN this last fall, when President 
Kennedy addressed the UN Assembly, fol- 
lows the same line. 

Why does the UN need armed forces? 
No one in power proposed that the UN 
employ forces from the small neutral nations 
te guard the borders of Hungary against 
invading Soviet tanks. That is the significant 
point, If the UN has military forces stronger 
than those of any nation, whom will they 
be used against? Who decides? Why are 
ae never used against communist aggres-

No possible benefit can come to the 
American people from permitting UN armed 
might to grow until it cannot be resisted. 
There is no place in the world where our 
foreign policy needs to be supported by UN 
military force. There is a clear and present 
danger that such military forces could one 
day be used against rebels in the United 
States who, like the people of Katanga, 
would not tolerate a unist central 
government, and did not want to give up 
the Federal form of government for any 
reasons, even good ones. 

The Congo issue is not finished. It is not 
far away. It is here and now. It cannot 
be settled unless it is settled right. 

There is a powerful conservative uprising 
throughout the United States, as we said 
above. 

Here is a program for these conservatives: 
No American intervention in the internal 
affairs of any nation. 

No American support of UN inter- 
vention. 

No American support of armed forces 
for the UN in any form, large or small, 
direct or indirect, 

This is a program which Congress can 
make its own. It is the duty of Congress to 
lay down basic national policies. Let Con- 
gress speak out and rescind every action 
made so far by our Government or Congress, 
which might in time subject us to the same 
armed intervention our Government is today 
encouraging against the people of a helpless, 
far-off African state.
